Heading into homecoming with a 1-1 record, the 
Clippers were ready to rise in the standings vs 
Steinback in front of their home crowd on September 
20th. 


The Clippers opened the game with a nice touchdown 
drive, getting the crowd involved immediately. The 
excitement was abrupt and short-lived for Kelvin as 
they struggled to get in the end zone the rest of the 
game. Senior quarterback Daniel Moroz threw for 
nearly 300 yards while leading the team in rushing, 
and wide receiver-defensive back superstar Adam Fast 
put up 3 catches with one TD to go with 7 solo tackles 
and an interception.

‘The Global Climate Strike

Greta Thunberg is a passionate young activist 
credited founding of the school strikes for climate, 
sometimes referred to as Fridays for our Future, and 
a catalyst for the climate justice movement. On 
September 27th, one year after Greta’s galvanizing 
first strike, millions of people worldwide took to the 
streets for climate action; approximately 13,000- 
15,000 Winnipeggers participated in the historic 
demonstrations, and the students who have been 
meeting for the monthly Friday rallies were joined by 
many adults from the community. The crowd rallied 
outside the front of the legislative building before a 
march down Broadway avenue through the gardens 
Upper Fort Garry and back towards the legislative 
grounds via Assiniboine avenue for yet more 
speakers and performances. The demonstration 
was energized by several local speakers and artists 
who addressed the crowd on various topics. Kelvin 
students were well represented in the crowd, many 
of whom had participated in in previous rallies, the 
Kelvin Environmental Action Committee or were 
trying out environmental activism for the very first 
time. “People always tell me and the other millions of 
school strikers that we should be proud of ourselves 


for what we have accomplished. But the only thing 


that we need to look at is the emission curve. And Гр 
sorry, but it’s still rising.” this quotation was sourced 
from a speech made in April by Greta Thunberg to the 
UK house of Commons and 15 a great reminder to us 
that the general strike is just the beginning of a fight 


that will be a hallmark issue for our generation.

Why I Strike

Climate change has been a sense of doom lingering 
closer and closer for as long as I can remember. 


I was raised to know it as a fact, I was raised to value 
environmental work as not only my father’s work; 
work personal to my family, but the absolute most 
important. Whether it be activism or professional 
environmentalism. I was raised to believe it was the 
single most pressing issue of our time. What do we 
have if we have no Earth? 


I was raised to take public transport, to bike until the 
snow was too thick for my child-sized wheels to turn, 
and to get right back on there the day it melted away. 
My mother taught me what I consider the simple things, 
the obvious ones: to pack your own lunch in reusable 
containers, to eat local, to recycle, to turn off the tap 
while you brush your teeth, to donate your old clothes 
never felt like chores to me, they were natural. The way 
things were meant to be done. I didn’t question it, but I 
knew why I was doing it; for the planet. We needed to 
save the planet. 


But where my young brain went wrong was in thinking 
this was enough. 


I got to the age where I got my very own iPod touch, 
and clearly, the world was my oyster. I found myself 
spending hours on YouTube, but in addition to the 
makeup tutorials and shopping hauls came videos on 
“Why I Went Vegetarian” or “Vegan What I Eat in 
a Day" and for the first time I was introduced to the 
concept of factory farming. Soon, I began to notice it 
everywhere. Hidden camera videos of (the lack thereof) 
animal welfare standards in chicken and turkey factory 


farms on CBC, and I quickly became disgusted. So I 
became vegetarian for a week. And then vegetarian 
for life. 


What I later learned, was that my dietary choice wasn’t 
only animal rights-conscious, but reducing my own 
carbon and ecological footprint immensely. To put it 
in perspective: animal agriculture constitutes 9% of 
all carbon emissions, its methane releases аге 70% 
more damaging per ton to our planet’s atmosphere 
than CO2 (these methane releases make-up 37% of 
the world’s total), and the burning of fossil fuels for 
fertilizers; to produce animal feed, emits upwards of 
41 million metric tons of CO2 per year. 


But this was not enough either. Eating “climatarian” 
alone won’t save us. ‘There is no one thing that can 
save us, no one person, and that is why I strike. I strike 
because I don’t know what else to do, what else I can. 
I strike to do my part of the most necessary action. 


Humanity must change its habits, reevaluate our 
priorities if we wish to go on in any way similar to 
our current lifestyles. You don’t like immigration 
or the refugee crisis now? I promise you won’t be 
happier 50 years down the line when climate refugees 
arrive en masse, 40% of the world’s population lives 
within 100 kilometres of the coast, and sea level rise 
is tangible and true. When Miami floods under a 
clear blue sky, we can literally see the problem. We 
can’t ignore this anymore, but our leaders continue 
not to act firmly enough. The only real acting they 
do is acting like we have time. Climate change is a 
current issue. It is today’s breaking news, it’s both 
the front page and the background noise. Climate 
change is all around us. It’s every July breaking a new 


record and each Christmas getting a little less white. 
We can’t preoccupy ourselves, we can’t busy ourselves 
and ignore it enough until it gives up and walks away. 
It won't give up and walk away. 


I strike because no matter how hard the 1% tries to 
pretend, there will not be a Wall Street without a viable 
Earth. Literally. Manhattan's lowest points are 33 feet 
above sea level. 


I strike because there 1s a patch of garbage in the 
Pacific Ocean three times the size of France and our 
school vending machines still sell plastic waterbottles. 


Istrike because I’m angry, Гт angry at our government's 
lack of radical, proactive change. I'm angry at their 
lies, their continued construction of pipelines. Fm 
angry at the previous generations who had the chance 
to stop this in its tracks, but instead stood idly, raking 
in their oil millions, sipping plastic bottles of soda with 
plastic straws, eating individually wrapped, factory 
farmed snacks; wearing t shirts that took 2700 lires of 
water per piece to make, while sitting in the cabs of 
their pickup trucks speeding down freeways on stolen, 
exploited land. 


I strike because so many people don’t see a problem in 
this. I strike because they need to wake up. 


I strike because I don’t want to feel guilty for wanting 
a family. 


I strike for the early casualties claimed by climate 
change who can’t strike for themselves because their 
schools and their bodies have been washed away, 
forever lost at sea. 


I strike because long, hard fights for equality, of 
expression, opportunity, human rights: they will 
become meaningless if we lack a sustainable home to 
live them out on. I don’t want to feel meaningless. 


I strike because I’m gutted. Like Greta Thunberg says, 
my dreams have been stolen. My hopes have been 
crushed. 


I strike because I want to live. I want us all to live. 


I strike because I believe with my whole heart that you 
should too. 


UN Scientists say we have 11 years before this is all 
irreversible. We have 11 years to fix our legacy. 11 years 
to make small changes in our everydays (from plastic to 
metal, car to bus, disposable to reusable, fast fashion to 
thrifted) that when done on a large scale, have impacts 
bigger than we can imagine. 11 years to protest, to 
pressure our governments (who represent US!) to make 
the large-scale, international, and legal changes that 
will protect our home. We have 11 years. I want to 
believe we have a chance.

How to Stop Meth in Winnipeg

On March 16th, at 2:40 a.m., a man was assaulted at 
a 7-Eleven on Selkirk Avenue with Salter Street. He is 
officially the ninth homicide victim in Winnipeg this 


year. 


Stephanie Laquette, who happened to be passing by 
the establishment, pulled into the 7-Eleven parking 
lot and tried to help the injured man while employees 
inside called the police. She put pressure on his 
wounds and tried to keep him awake and aware until 


police arrived. 


According to Laquette, who has lived in the North 
End for her whole life, the violence in the North End 
has been increasing, and she says the meth crisis is to 


blame. 


“T wouldn’t recommend anybody walking past, 7 
or 8 o'clock, and it 1s really scary. My son goes to 
school three blocks away and I don't let him walk by 


himself,” she said in an interview with CBC News. 


“A lot of the problems lately have to do with the meth 
crisis that’s going on; people, when they’re walking 
around, they just lash out, they just scream, they are 


swearing.” said Laquette. 


This “meth crisis” has not only targeted Winnipeg, 


but other prairie provinces. 


In Alberta: “The meth problem is happening across 


the Prairies. They’re seeing that opioid use is now 
being replaced with meth.” said police Chief Rob 
Davis from Lethbridge. (“It’s an Epidemic...”’) 


In Saskatchewan: “It is an epidemic. I think we’ve 
reached that point,” said Det.-Sgt. Robin Wintermute 
from the police drug enforcement team in Saskatoon 


(“ТС an Epidemic...”) 


Why is a drug like meth becoming viral among those 
who choose to abuse drugs? The psychological factor 
still has to be researched. An assumption can be 
made, and the assumption is that the use of meth 

is increasing because of its low cost. First of all, it’s 
synthetic. No plants are needed to make meth. The 
chemicals used to make it can be found in the form 
of medicine, lithium batteries and explosive liquids. 
Some addicts are also “cooks” (drug manufacturers). 
The cost of purchasing meth can be cheap too. 

On October 16th, 2017, almost 1.5 years ago, Jill 
Coubrough published an article on CBC news talking 
about the price of meth and its value. Back then, 

a tenth of a gram cost $10 (“Winnipeg: a city...”) 
and gave a high of 12 hours. For some, it might be a 
cheap escape. That was the case of Robert Lidstone. 


Robert Lidstone, a former PhD student, tried 
crystal meth recreationally whilst struggling with 
depression. After staying at a rehab centre, he found 


out about others in his position. “I knew lots of 


people who came from professional backgrounds who 
struggled with these things, with meth,” Lidstone 

said (“Winnipeg: a city...”). The stigma surrounding 
drug addicts is that they are less intelligent people 
than others. “Why would someone smart abuse illegal 
and damaging drugs?” Peer pressure is what caused 


Lidstone to try meth. 


So what should the government of Manitoba be 
doing about this problem? On January 11th of this 
year, Winnipeg police seized 10 kilograms of meth, as 
well as $127,000 worth of heroin and $5,000 worth 
of fentanyl. Through various investigations, the police 
department was able to find dealers and their drugs. 
But what else should be happening? The drugs might 
be in the possession of the police, but what about 


those already affected? 


Rehabilitation and education would help immensely. 
Providing education about the horrible short and 
long-term effects of meth. Some of them are: 
extreme weight loss, insomnia, violent behaviour, 
hallucinations (“American Addictions Centers"). 
Doing this will help to prevent more people from 
trying it out. For Robert Lidstone, it was the third 
time trying meth that got him hooked on it. 


Rehabilitating people who are already addicts means 
we, as a society need to break down the stigma 
surrounding drug addicts. People addicted to drugs 
are people with their own dreams, goals, family, 
friends and problems. Just because they’re addicted to 
a drug does not make them unworthy of respect. You 
never know someone until you've tried to see thints 
from their point of view. The police are already taking 


meth off of the streets, but now it’s time to do more.

The Progressive Conservatives, led by Brian Pallister, 
suffered no significant losses and retained their super- 
majority of forty (“Manitoba Votes”). The New 
Democratic Party (NDP), headed by Wab Kinew, had 
the most gains and negligible losses; a stark contrast 
with the Liberal Party, led by Dougald Lamont, which 
now has unofficial party status as their seat count 1s 
now insufficient (“Manitoba Votes”). ‘This lack of seats 
means that the Liberals are now unable to receive 
the same funding as the other parties (Bergen). These 
parties also systematically destroyed the Green Party, 
which still lacks influence in legislature (“Manitoba 
Votes").

Despite their loss, members of the NDP seem to be in 
joyful moods as they managed to win eighteen of the 
fifty-seven seats in the legislature— a rise from twelve 


in the 2016 election (Annable). 


“I don’t think we were defeated tonight and the sign 
that many Manitobans agree are all the New Democrat 
MLAs elected today.” Wab Kinew (Annable) 


The Liberals also remained indifferent towards their 
defeat, with Dougald Lamont urging his followers 
to remain proud of their efforts to support his party 


(Bergen). 


“You can put in the best work of your life, and 
sometimes that’s not enough. That’s life, and that’s 


politics.” Dougald Lamont (Bergen) 


The Green Party performed poorly. However, that 
election was still monumental to the Greens as they 
managed to field forty-three candidates in preparation; 


an increase of twelve from the last election (Stackelberg). 


Even though the provincial election ended, there are 
already talks of how the other parties’ momentums 
would snowball come the next election. But we must 
remember that the NDP dominated Manitoba for 


two decades—their reign only ending when Pallister 


dethroned them in 2016. And he, without a doubt, 
would strive to have his party remain at the forefront 


for longer than that. Nonetheless, we should all vote: a 
single ballot contains all the power required to shape 
our future. To quote a man who endeavoured to grant 
his country independence, “Be the change you wish to 
see in the world.”

The 2019 Federal Election

' he Canadian federal election, where both the Prime 
Minister and the members of the House of Commons 
are chosen, 1s happening. This election will have major 
ramifications on the way the country moves forward. 
In this election, there are 3 major political parties, with 


differing views and platforms. 


First, there 1s the incumbent Liberal Party who 
currently hold power and have enjoyed a majority 
government for the last 4 years. They are led by 
current Prime Minister Justin "Trudeau, a former MP 
and son of Prime Minister Pierre ‘Trudeau, who led 
the country during the late sixties and early seventies. 
Justin Trudeau’s Liberals won a large victory four 
years ago when he was first elected, but they have 
fallen in popularity since then. Much of this 1s due 
to a string of broken promises by Trudeau, as well as 
several scandals, the most notable of which is the SNC 
Lavelin affair, where Trudeau pressured his former 
Justice minister to drop charges against the company 
SNC Lavelin for corruption and bribery. There have 
been several other scandals, including an image of 
Trudeau appearing in brown face several years ago, 
which has sparked a public backlash. The liberals are 
running on a platform of center-left policies, including 


a pro-immigration, pro-environment agenda. Notable 


pieces of legislation that they have passed include the 
implementation of a carbon tax, the assisted dying bill, 
and the legalization of marijuana. They are currently 


a percentage point behind the conservatives the polls. 


Next, are the Conservatives. Led by Andrew Scheer, 
they are the current official opposition and are currently 
ahead of the liberals in the polls. They run ona platform 
of traditional values and small government. Andrew 
Scheer is firmly against the carbon tax, pledging to 
repeal it. He is also a pro-gun candidate, and owns 
several firearms, and has pledged to repeal some gun 
control measures. Despite voting against legalization, 
Scheer has stated that, if elected, he would not make 
marijuana illegal once more, and would support the so- 
called “pot pardons”. The conservatives are also pro-oil 
and gas and support the building of pipelines, and they 
want to expand the oil and gas sector. Scheer is based 
in Saskatchewan, which fits with his party’s theme 
of being more popular in rural, especially western, 
Canada. Like Trudeau though, Scheer has his own 
issues and scandals, most notable of which is a video 
from 2005, where he expressed deeply homophobic 
opinions and pushed hard to stop the legalization of 
gay marriage. Scheer is currently in the lead, as of 


polls updated on October 14th. 


Finally, there is the NDP. They are led by Jagmeet Singh, and they 
are currently third in the polls. They are running on a platform of 
progressive values, including wanting to continue the carbon tax but 
crack down harder on heavy emitters, such as oil and gas companies. 
They also aim to work towards free university and want to expand 
health care coverage to include mental, dental and pharma care. The 
want to create an in-depth plan for reconciliation with the Indigenous 
peoples of Canada, centred around the 94 calls for action from the 
Truth and Reconciliation Commissions Report. ‘The NDP strongly 
oppose pipelines, both because of the huge environmental concerns 
and the issues surrounding pipelines being built on indigenous land. 
The NDP's proposals are extremely expensive, so they propose 


increasing taxes, especially on the very wealthy. 


Current projections put the most likely outcome of the election 
as a Conservative minority government, where the conservatives 
would have the most seats in the House of Commons, but they 
would still have less than half. CBC’s poll tracker puts the likelihood 
of this at 42%, followed closely by a Liberal minority government 


at a 39% chance.

These words, and his collection of tremendously 
flammable posters and memorabilia, which are the 
bane of school fire-safety inspectors all over the city, 
and the reason I (amongst many other Kelvin students, 
past and present) have so thoroughly enjoyed classes 


with Mr. Raymond Sokalski all these years. 


Much to our collective dismay, he is set to retire following 
this school year. After thirty years of teaching, with 
twenty-five of them spent here at Kelvin, Mr. Sokalski 
will soon be gone, so we must make the most of him 


and pick his brain -so to speak- while he is here with us. 


I met with Mr. Sokalski today during lunch hour to 
discuss his experience at Kelvin, his philosophy of 
education, his inspiration, his legacy, and more. When 


asked why he was retiring at all, he had this to say: 


“Tue been teaching for thirty years, that’s a тсе round number... 
Thirty years is a long time, and I look forward to no bells, no 


exams, and no one-size-fits-all rules applied indiscriminately.” 


I was instantly curious about this “one-size-fits-all” 
remark- and inquired further, asking aboutthe principles 


Mr. Sokalski applies to his teaching, wondering if he 


subscribes to a teaching style that caters more to the 


individual than to the group. 


“(To support) each teacher's strengths, and each student’s strengths. 
T hat kind of teaching. Motivated by interest, and not obligation. 
For example, Asia Pacific studies. I know that its my job, and it 
should be part of my job, to inspire interest where there may not 
have been interest before. Рт happy to do that, but there are lots 
of constraints placed upon us as teachers that make sparking that 


interest harder and harder.” 


He was then asked if he believes that Kelvin deals well 


with this particular teaching style. 


“I do. The fact that we have an Asia Pacific program 15 out of 
the box, the fact that we combine three programs in one school 15 
out of the box, it’s unusual, and I think that students inspire staff 
to go above and beyond because the students here at this school 
are so willing to go above and beyond. Everybody who comes 
to this school as a new staff (member) marvels at how many 
activities are run outside of class time. Without exception, every 
teacher who has walked into my class as a first-year teacher at 


Kelvin is amazed at how much this school puts ‘out there? as an 


opportunity.” 


On the topic of students and inspiration, Mr. Sokalski 
was asked to recount the most inspiring thing he had 


learned from students here at Kelvin. 


“Tt would be how great an evolution can occur in just four years. 
That a student who walked through these doors in September of 
their grade nine year not knowing what language to speak or not 
knowing the first thing about how to think critically can leave 
in four years leading others on research initiatives and activist. 
agendas that they had never even heard of when they walked 
through these doors. That so many students walk in uninspired 


and walk out inspired leaders. Гое seen that so many times." 


Clearly this change in inspiration and motivation occurs 
thanks to the aforementioned symbiotic relationship of 
inspiration between staff and students, and this passion 
for teaching based on student interest (and the creation 
thereof) that Mr. Sokalski and many other Kelvin 


teachers follow and are influenced by. 


Out of interest and amidst all this talk of Kelvin staff, I 


asked if he had any advice for new teachers or students 
wanting to study education in post-secondary. He had 
this to say: 


“My advice would be what inspired me when I began. I wanted 
to make the walls of the classroom disappear- something like 
‘Inception’. All the walls dissolve and youre in a reality that you 
had never thought of before. "I hat's my vision of what teaching 
15 about, cracking open the world and saying, ‘look at this aspect 
of the world- isn’t it amazing?’ or ‘how would we solve that 
problem?’ or ‘what is it about that problem that is similar to 
another problem we are more familiar with, and how can we 
solve 112. My second [nece of advice for any beginning teacher 15 
to stick with the people who inspire you.” 


To anyone who has ever been a part of one of Mr. 
Sokalski’s classes, notably Asia Pac., this commitment 
to immersive learning could not be more clear, literally 


and figuratively. The walls of his classroom could not 


be more full of trip souvenirs, projects, campaign 
posters, and more enriching goods. His classes are 
full of inspiring and important discussions regarding 
the nature of things, the future, as well as social and 


political issues to boot. 


To quickly clarify for anyone who may be confused, 
Asia Pacific studies is an extracurricular course offered 
historically by Mr. Sokalski after school on Thursdays. 
It is usually a small and enthusiastic group who 
perform various feats of research and presentation on 
subjects surrounding various Asian ideologies, politics, 
economics, history, etcetera. This multidisciplinary 
course 1s unique to Kelvin and is the last of its kind 
in Manitoba. Mr. Sokalski was next asked about the 
future of this program, seeing as he was the creator 


and seemingly ‘sole proprietor’ of the course. 


“Two teachers who will go unnamed have expressed interest in 
taking over the program. I am confident that the program will 
continue in a very similar form in terms of content, what might 
change is when it is offered, but the content of the course, I am 


confident, will go on.” 


This news of the continuation of blessed Asia Pac was 
music to my ears, and surely the rest of those people 


enrolled will feel the same. 


As one final question, and one on a less serious note 
comparatively, Mr. Sokalski was asked what he wishes 


to leave as a legacy in his absence. 


“There will finally be a room that is NOT in immediate, 


imminent danger of self-combustion.”
